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Canada Grows Up 


Ndfioubt most of you 'who read this 
articld ca® remember the days gone 
iby when«your greatest desire was to 
grow up, to get a job, to pay your 
own way* through life. Little did you 
realize in those early years the re¬ 
sponsibilities that would be yours, 
nor the trials and problems that you 
would have to face. Your dreams 
were centred around the idea of eam- 
ing your own way through life. But I 
venture to say that despite all the 
problems that are yours, despite the 
responsibilities and the trials, you 
wouldn’t dare to go back to those 
days of dependence upon others for 
everything. 

Thus it is with our church work in 
Canada. Ever since our forefathers 
first came to this great country of 
ours and established the Lutheran 
church we have been dependent upon 
our friends in the States for both men 
and money. Our seminary in Saska- 
toon has solved the problem of men 
but even as late as 1949 we received 
financial assistance from the States 
to the tune of $11,470.88 over and 
above the amount that we raised. But 
we are growing up. In 1949 we were 
apportioned $23,000 and raised $28,- 
573.84. We hope that when the story 
for 1950 is told even that amount will 
be exceeded. 

At the general convention held in 
Minneapolis this summer the budget 
was increased from $1,800,000 to 
$2,100,000.00. This means that we in 
Canada will have to take our share. 
At the general allocation meeting 
held in July, Canada was asked to 
raise her budget to $30,000.00. An 
inerease of $7,000 ibut an actual in- 
crease of $1,428 over what we raised 
in 1949. 

The $7,000 inerease in allocation 
will have to be divided out amongst 
the congregations in our district. That 
is when we will begin to realize the 
responsibilities that come with grow¬ 
ing up. But that our District will meet 
up to its responsibilities we do not 
doubt for a moment. We are all look- 
ing forward to the day when it can be 
said that we have reached the walk- 
ing stage in self support. Oh, yes, 
there may be a few “growing pains’’ 
with a complaint here, and there. 
But as a whole I am certain that none 
of us would want to go back to those 
days when we as a church were 
wholly dependent upon others for 
everything.

May we continue to go forward 
with a consuming passion for the sal- 
vation of the lost and a constant de¬ 
sire to win our fellow men in ever in- 
creasing numbers for Christ and His 
Church.

• Too bad we have so little time to 
read. Or should w,e say, too bad we 
take so little time for reading. So 
much of the material, fine material, 
that comes from the headquarters of 
°ur church is simply laid aside and 
never read. That is especially true 
during the busy summer months. 

Have you read the pamphlet pre- 
pared by the Board of Home Missions, 
entitled “Our Second Century Ad- 
vance in Home Missions.” Everyone 
should read the entire pamphlet. We 
cull a few interesting items: 

—In the last five years our church has 
grown 27 per cent or 164,295 new 
members. 

—In 1948, 37,066 souls were added, 
or an amout equal to 5.1 per cent. 
—This means 632 souls added each 
Sunday of the year. 

—If all denominations grew that rap- 
idly it would take only 15 years for 
all the people of the land to become 
members of the Christian Church. 
—In five and one half years our 
church extension money available 
for use has risen from $386,992 to 
over $3,100,000.00. 

—During the last five years a new 
congregation has started at the 
rate of one for every 19 days. 

—During the same period 237 par- 
ishes have become self-supporting 
one every nine days! 

Is if not thrilling? Should we not 
be thankful? 

Does the following thrill us, too? 

In spite of the fact that we have 
given 3.14 times as much for Home 
Missions in 1949 as compared to 1943 
yet this amounts to only fifty-seven 
cents per person per year! That is 
about a penny a week from each 

member of our church! 

* * * 

We have to talk a little about the 
Shepherd too. Our faithful business 
manager was much concerned when 
we were together at Bible Camp 
about six weeks ago. He said the 
Shepherd was in red especially be¬ 
cause people did not renew their sub- 
scriptions! The number past due ran 
into a sizable number. This is a plea 
for our church paper. It is our medium 
of reaching out to each other through 
out our Distriet. We need to pray and 
work that our church paper may 
grow. It can be accomplished if each 
one seeks to further its welfare. There 

is much that each one can do.

Speaking about reading again, 
what can you not cull from Berg- 
saker’s annual report? It is a source 
book regarding our church. It tells 
the story of the status of our church. 
We urge you to secure it and read it.

SCHOOL

are “love, joy, peace, longsuffering, 
gentleness, goodness, meekness, tem- 
perance; against such there is no 
law.” 

It is wondefrul to know when we 
fail we can turn to I John 1:9 “If we 
confess our sins, He is faithful and 
just to forgive us our sins and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteousness.” 
When we confess our sins we 'hould 
not be general but name them one 
by one as the Holy Spirit shows us, 
then we can have victory through the 
blood of Jesus Christ which was shed 

for each and everyone. Let us pray.

There is ample 
level playground space, and room for 
more cabins and camp buildings. This 
rite on the large elbow of the river is 
a beauty spot affording panoramic 
views of rolling hills sweeping doivn 
to meet the Avide expanse of the wa- 
ters of the South Saskatchewan. Near- 
by are springs and beaver dams. Juicy 
sa ;katoons are ever popular with the 
campers. Swimming in the river is not 

mitted, but showers are provided. 
Plans are being considered for a pad- 
dling pool and swimming pool to be 
built. 

The camp is Avell equipped and 
planned. There is a large combination 
dilling room and kitehen. Water is 
brought to the kitehen by a force 
pump which pumps water from a 
spring. A hot Avater front in a large 
stove keeps a tank full of hot water. 
Small cabins are available to faculty 
members. There are large comfort- 
able dormitories equipped with beds 
—one for the boys and one for the 
girls. Tents are also used. A large cir- 
cular tent is used for classes and 
preaching Services. The whole camp 
is lit up with electric lights, power 
being supplied from a 110-volt gen¬ 
erator. Swings, teeter-totter and large 
sand bin are provided for the smaller

Pastor W. E. Klawitter’s morning 
class periods centered about I John, 
with the emphasis placed on fellow- 
ship with God.

Pastor 
Force has for a long period of time 
written devotional articles that have 
appeared in many periodicals includ¬ 
ing the Augustana Companion, The 
Bible Banner, Evangelize. 

In readiijg these articles one found 
at once that the author has a fine 
Avay of getting “nourishment” out of 
the Word and he served it in simple 
style. The most ordinary terms and 
pharses yield gleams of light in his 
writings. God has given him a unique 
gift. 

Many will be happy to know that 
there is now available this fine book 
“Jonah Speaks.” The chapters are 
grouped under four headings: Re- 
treat, Repentance, Revival and Rebel- 
lion. In the first chapter “Now” we 
find one of the striking statements of 
which this book abounds.

Back home again! We do not pause 
and evaluate our “P.A.” Convention 
and Leadership Training School. First 
as to the number attending. In look- 
ing up the Grande Prairie Convention 
delegate roster, I find we had two 
hundred and sixteen (216) delegates, 
while at Prince Albert three hundred 
and nineteen (319) registered, thus 
an increase of one hundred and three. 

Another noticeable fact was the 
increase in proportion of number of 
leaguers to visitors attending. At 
Grande Prairie we had fifty visitors 
registered. The number of visitors 
registering at Prince Albert was twen- 
ty-seven. In other words, the leaguers 
themselves are coming out to their 
own Convention and taking a more 
active part in the League program. 
This speaks well for “the church of 
tomorrow.” 

Considering the size of the district 
the attendance at the Leadership 
School conducted at Christopher Lake 
Bible Camp site was good with sixty- 
three Leaguers registered. Better rep- 
resentation from the different cir¬ 
cuits was to be desired though. One 
or two circuits had little or no repre- 
sentation as compared with others. 

The practical course was of very 
great value to Leaguers and advisors. 
The mornings were taken up with 
lectures on Bible Study, Evangelism 
and Leadership. The afternoons were 
spent in study, planning sessions, and 
planned recreation under the super- 
vision of the Leaguers themselves. 
The course was very practical indeed; 
to the presenting of a P.T.L. banquet 
and the “giving” of a financial report 
by the “local” treasurer. In other 
words the leaguers at camp were or- 
ganized on the local-league level with 
the different committees conducting 
the activities of their respective phases 
of the league program. 

The Convention was not only suc- 
cessful in attendance but in spiritual 
impact as well. Many leaguers can 
testify of that fact in a very personal 
way, I know. 

It is taken for granted that every 
leaguer who attended will bring back 
information and inspiration to his or 
her local league.
